BUCKLEY BAY DIG 

Five human skeletons estimated to be 
5,000 years old are among significant 
recent discoveries of a team of seven ar¬ 
chaeologists led by Dr. Don Mitchell 
(Anthropology). 

The group discovered the skeletons near 
Buckley Bay where work on two sites has 
been completed, and digging on two others 
is underway. The skeletons were intact and 
enclosed in cairns which over the centuries 
had been covered with twelve feet of soil. 

Other findings at the Buckley Bay site 
include spear and harpoon points of bone, 
quartz and obsidian; stone scrapers and 
mauls; micro blades, abrasive stones for 
grinding and polishing; and a variety of 
stone, coal and wood ornaments. 

All finds are shipped to UVic where 
attempts are being made to relate them to 
artifacts from other parts of the continent. 
The Buckley Bay discoveries show signifi¬ 
cant similarities with finds in the Fraser 
River Delta. 

After study and analysis at UVic, the 


artifacts are added to the permanent col¬ 
lection of the Victoria Museum. 

Digging at the Buckley Bay site is being 
carried out as quickly as possible, before 
construction of approaches to the Tsable 
River bridge force a halt to the excava¬ 
tions. 

landscape-R-ing 

Landscaping being done in the area 
between Henderson Road and the Mac- 
Laurin Building is designed to complete 
the final stage of grounds work in that 
section of the campus. 

G.E. (Ted) Apps, director of Buildings 
and Grounds, says this area has never been 
landscaped. “There is a clearing through 
the bush that was Finnerty Road, but 
aesthetically, it's not well done." 

Mr. Apps says his department plans to 
complete work on one section of the cam¬ 
pus during each of the next five to seven 
years. 

The current landscaping will -enhance 


the Ring Road by the MacLaurin Building 
and will include the addition of curbs and 
gutters through to Parking Lot One and an 
asphalt walkway from the parking lot to 
the Elliott Building. 

Concrete and asphalt work will be com¬ 
pleted by early October, and irrigation, the 
seeding of grass and tree planting will 
probably continue into December. 

More trees, some of exotic species, are 
planned for around the Cunningham Build¬ 
ing. 


INTERNATIONAL HONOUR 

Dean Jean-Paul Vinay, Arts and Science, 
has received notification that he has been 
selected as the recipient of the Alexander 
Gode medal for outstanding work in the 
field of translation in North America. 

It is the first time a Canadian has 
received the silver medal since the honour 
was established by the American Transla¬ 
tors Association (ATA) in 1968. Accord¬ 
ing to information received from the Asso¬ 
ciation, the medal is given each year to 
“persons involved in the translation of 
books, or to those who have contributed to 
the theory of translation." 

Dean Vinay will receive the honour offi¬ 
cial ly November 3 in New York City where 
he has been invited to be the keynote 
speaker at the ATA annual meeting. 


NEW CHAIRMAN 

The UVic English department can expect 
an infusion of additional energy with the 
appointment this year of Dr. D.L. Jeffrey 
as chairman of the department.

that is all right. We look forward to that/' 

As to the future of the university as a 
whole, he says: 

"I sense that the time has come to put 
shoulders together to achieve the potential 
that really is here—to be an undergraduate 
institution of the first rank in Canada—and 
I hope the English department will be in 
the forefront of th is." 

Dr. Jeffrey's background gives some in¬ 
dication of his vigor. A native of Ottawa, he 
graduated from the University of Wheaton 
(Illinois) with a B.A. in English and philos¬ 
ophy and received his Ph.D. in English 
from Princeton. 

UVic was Dr. Jeffrey's first teaching 
post in 1968. After a year here, he spent 



four years at the University of Rchester, 
New York. During this period he accepted 
an invitation to serve as visiting professor 
of English at the University of Hull in 
England for one year. 

Dr. Jeffrey has published three books on 
medieval literature and medieval art his¬ 
tory and philosophy. 

Since arriving at UVic three months ago. 
Dr. Jeffrey has already initiated one pro¬ 
ject destined to broaden the scope of this 
department. 

"One thing I'm dedicated to doing is to 
open up contact between UVic and British 
and other European universities for faculty 
exchanges. In the past we've suffered from 
lack of imagination and initiative in this 
regard. The English department hopes to 
have something worked out with two 
British universities within a year." 


BOARD MEMBER HONOURED 

Dr. K.O. Wright, director of the Domin¬ 
ion Astrophysical Observatory in Saanich, 


has been awarded an honorary doctorate 
from the Nicolaus Copernicus University 
inTorun, Poland. 

The degree was conferred September 1 
at a special convocation held in connection 
with the Extraordinary General Assembly 
of the International Astronomical Union. 
I.A.U. members gathered in Poland this 
month to mark the 500th anniversary of 
the birth of medieval astronomer Nicolaus 
Copernicus. 

Dr. Wright became director of the Obser¬ 
vatory in 1955 after serving thirty years as 
a staff member. He was elected last year to 
the Senate and Board of Governors of 
UVic and occasionally serves on Ph.D. 
committees for graduate students in 
physics and astronomy. He is also on the 
selection committee for the R.M. Petrie 
Memorial Fellowship. 

Dr. Wright has become internationally 
known for his work on the chemical com¬ 
position of the atmospheres of stars and 
for his studies of binary stars. He was 
elected a Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Canada in 1953 and is a member of several 
professional societies. He was national 
president of the Royal Astronmical Soci¬ 
ety of Canada from 1964—66.
